On Board the St. Paul, Aug. 3.—I 


wrote you a letter a couple of days 
ago and put it in the field desk, as I 
could not mail it right away, and 
now the desk is down at the bottom 
of a lot of baggage and I don't know 
when I can get the letter out. 


We started from Old Point one 


morning 
about 
seven o'clock. 
I 


don't know now what day it was, 
but the third day from that, about 
nine o'clock, we sighted Porto Rico— 
that is, Monday morning—and have 
steamed along the coast since and 
stopped at several places, and this 
morning the third battalion went 
ashore. I expect the first battalion 
will go this afternoon, while our 
battalion, the second, stays aboard 
and unloads the ship. 1 hardly think 
that our company will be ashore be- 
fore Saturday, as there is lots of bag- 
gage, rations, etc., on the ship to un- 
load. 


We had a fine passage clown, not a 


bit of rough weather, and not one 
man in lifty was soa-sick. 


Our boat, the St. Paul, is one of 


the (inest afloat and is commanded by 
Captain Sigsbcc, who was on the 
Maine when it sank. We have had 
plenty to cat on the boat, but the 
same thing every meal — canned 
baked beans, canned tomatoes, canned 
corned beet', hard-tack and very poor 
coflce. 
They give us all we can eat, 


but it has been the same thing for ten 
days or more, ever since we left 
Chickiimauga Park, so we have got— 
ten rather tired of it. I understand 
that about all the placcb on the island 
of Porto Rico have surrendered but 
San Juan, and I don't think we have 
the least chance I'or a light, but i f we 
do, we are lots better fixed, as we 
now havfs the Krag-Jcrgensen rifles. 
They were issued to us yesterday. 


The place where we are going to 


land is called Isabella. I don't know 
what si/.e it is, but I think it is prob- 
ably quite a little town. We arc 
liyng several 
miles out 
from 
it, 


so far that we can't make out any- 
thing on shore at all plainly. 


We have plenty of goud water on 


board, but no ice, but I guess that is 
better for us, as the ice water seems 
to give some of the boys cramps. We 
have been ratbcr cn.nvrlecl for sleep- 
ing, as there were between 1,500 and 
2,000 men on board, including sailors, 
so while we had quarters down in the 
ship—the fourth deck down—it was 
so hot clown there that we all came 
up and slept on deck. 


Kinncy Funk was suspended from 


duty the day we left Newport News, 
and a few days ago lie handed in his 
resignation, which I expect will be 
accepted in a few days, when he 
wants to re-enlist as a private if be 
can. 
Well, 1 will close for this time, 


as I want to write four or live more 


tters this afternoon. 
After we get 


ishorc I don't know when I will get 
o send letters home. I expect it 
vill be a long time before we will get 


chance again, so don't worry if you 


don't hear from me very often. With 
ove to grandma and both ol" you, and 
egarcls to all my friends, I am.

Madrid, Aug. 20.—El Liberal pub- 


lishes remarks made tiy Senor Sagasta 
on the diplomatic and political situa- 
tion, quoting the premier as follows:' 


"From a legal point of view the 


present state of things Is neither peace 
nor war, but merely a suspension of 
hostilities. 


"An armistice would have allowed 


us to dispel better the obscurity of the 
situation; but the United States de- 
clined to a~ree to our making a step 
further in advance. 


"The questions to be solved are num- 


erous and complex. 
What we 


done first is to lay down certain b 
on wnich each minister may make 
observation which study of the 
suggests, 
'these will continue to brf 


treated in daily cabinet councils, it 
being held that the bases in question 
are the fundamental Instructions for 
the guidance o£ the various commis- 
sions in the forthcoming negotiations, 
to be Eiipi,.emented and rectified sub- 
sequently L/ telegraph. 


"In Cuba, besides evacuatiqn, there 


are many other problems. Spain may 
abandon 
her sovereignty over 
the 


greater Antilles; but there will remain 
the question of edifices and all our pro- 
perties. There are lawsuits before the 
tribunals affecting the interests o£ the 
Spaniards. Where and when will these 
be decided? 


"In Havana, where a large number 


of criminals have been condemned by 
the Spanish tribunals, what is to bo 
done with them? .hen uiere are other 
questions for which we have to fix a 
basis of 
discussion and agreement, 


regarding the 
Philippines. 
Besides 


these and other problems of greater 
importance there is a preliminary 
question to be discussed. 


"According to international law, a 


suspension of hlstiliiies has been sign- 
ed and the surrender of Manilla ought 
to have no legal efficacy. 
How will 


that principle be understood by the 
"United States? This causes us much 
anxiety and we give it great attention, 
but we are still awaiting the informa-

'the Horrible Occurrence — First 


and last Thoughts of Home. 


A horrible accident occurred last 


night whereby the life of Joseph Vet- 
ter was brought to a close. 


The'awful affair happened near the 


corner 
of 
Ninth and Chillicothe 


streets, just east of the curve of the 
street i ail way. 


The victim had left his home early 


in the evening for a walk and a ride 
to New Boston. He took the car at 
Seventh and Chillicothe streets and 
made the trip out safely and without 
iacident. 
It was on the return that 


the accident occurred. He was on 
the motor car Ko. 16. Behind was 
a trailer. 
Both were comfortably 


tilled with passengers. The conductor 
was.J. Q. Adams and the motorman, 
Andrew Bennett, both careful men, 
two of the safest and best in the em- 
ploye of the Portsmouth Street Bail- 
way Co. As the car was nearing the 
corner of Klnth Mr. Vcttcr arose 
from his seat, 
tapped Conductor 


Adams on the shoulder tc. let him 
pass, and walking out on the plat- 
form took a position on the step on 
the side toward Tracy Park, where 
the River City band was giving an 
open-air concert. Conductor Adams 
never dreamed that 
Mr. 
Vetter 


would attempt to get off before the 
car stopped. 
But that's the very 


thing he did. Just as it was slowing 
up for the stop at the corner he 
stepped oil. In a twinkling he was 
hurled between the motor car and 
trailer and beneath the wheels and 
weight of the latter, 
thrown from the track, 
in the trailer screamed 
raised up and down in 
over the prostrate ' man. 
riedly left the car and were soon lost 


- in the surging crowd that gathered 


in a moment's time. Among the gen- 
tlemen aboard the trailer were Hon. 
A. T. I-lolcomb, 
Mayor 
Gliddcn, 


Henry Cline, George Mitchell and 
Tod O'Brien. These 
and 
several 


others lifted the car and cruel wheels, 
which rested on Mr. Vettcr's left 
ankle, and removed him. He was 
carried into Keeg's drug store and 
medical aid summoned. Drs. McKcr- 
rihan, Halderman, Pixloy and llhink- 
emeyer responded. 
An examination 


revealed both eyes baclly blood shot, 
nose crushed, right arm broken, the 
left leg hroken and crushed at the 
ankle, and from his peculiar heavy 
breathing it was known 
he 
was 


crushed about the chest and injured 
internally. The city ambulance was 
called and the :ini'ortunatc man con- 
veyed to his home at S5 West Seventh 
street. He was dyiiig then, and the 
physicians so informed the family 
and advised fchcm to wire his rela- 
tives. The end came at twenty min- 
utes past'_ten o'clock. He, himself, 
was unable to give an account of the 
accident. It was with greatest clitli- 
culty lie talked. He was conscious 
all the time, but the choking in his 
chest and throat prevented bis saying 
much. 


Evidently he desired Lo gel off 
the 


car and attend Hie open-air concert 
in the park. Thinking he could safely 
alight, lie stepped from the car. In 
an instant lie saw his mistake and 
while yet his hand held the handle 
bar, or railing of the car, he under- 
took to rectify it. 
He was too late, 


and the motion of the car threw liim 
bstween the motor and the trailer. 
His first thoughts %vhen rescued, as 
expressed to those about him, were 
of home. He ^expressed a desire to 
be taken at once to his loved ones, 
whom he had left only ta short Clinic 
before. 


The deceased was born in Bavaria, 


Germany, July 22d, 1833. He was 
therefore sixty-live years of age. 
In 


1852 he came to America. He located 
at Cincinnati, where be worked at his 
trade, that of journeyman tailor, for 
live years. In 1857 he came here and 
entered the employ of Emauel Miller, 
for whom he worked until 1S87, 
when,with two of bis sons, Jacjb and 
John, lie opened their present mer- 
chant tailoring establishment in the 
Trotter building, on West Second 
street. He was an honest, straight- 
forward, successful business man, and 
so he proved himself in all the walks 
of life. 


®n September 22x1, 1857. he was 


married in this city to Miss Annie 
Lang by Rev. Father Francis Karge. 
The wife survives with five children 
—Jacob 
Vetter, Barbara, wife of 


George Sommers, Mis> Mary Ycttor, 
John Vetter and Jjscph Vetter, all 
of this city, except the last named, 
who is engaged in the drug "business 
at New York City. He has been 
wired and will arrive here today. 
It 


was only a few weeks since that lie 
visited his parents and people. The 
deceased's 
brother-in-law,

Father Joseph Scherer. president, of
